late a manner as Miokoy. Ills white fac- 
ings wi ro plpo-cla,yod to a pulnful degree 
of cleanliness, his collar fairly glistened 
and oai h bit of polished brass or steel 
about him reflected a sun of marvellous 
brilliancy. 


Mickey was a musician, not by marked 


natural predilection, but in that strict 
n.llltai v classification that denominates 
wio-blui!

Singeing 
Jie hair closed up the ends and prevented 
lie loss of oil, thus keeping the hair from 
ailing out. But the fact remains that It 
did not prevent the hair from falling out, 
anrt the practice has gradually become 
utmost exti ict. 


HISTORICAL SLANG. 


EXPRESSIONS COINED BY THE MASTER 


MiNDS OF LITERATURE. 


Sumo Fuiiilliur Pliranea Whlcll Had an 


Ancient Origin—The Bible Cited—Mil- 


foil, Sir Wultvr Scott ami Thackeray 


UK Prodncerg of Slung, 


The pioscnt age litis a tendency toward 


sacrificing elegance loraptness In its daily 
conveibatlon and this gives rise to many 
popular expressions, uot in accordance 
with tl.o rules or books of tho wise men, 
which are known ,is slang. The word 
slung is of obscure origin, probablj' com- 
ing to us from the gypsies. 


A "slang-whanger" is a nolsv, turbulent 


fellow, whoso language is not of the best, 
and elangltsolfls generally considered dis- 
reputable. But there are qualities, classes, 
distinctions and differences oven in slang. 
There is tho low, vulgar fclang, whose ori- 
gin Is In obscurity and whose use Is among 


broiling" sun, aiici weeding for doar life. 
The boys generally use, to help their tired 
fingeis, "weeders" madoof thin strips o[ 
stool, bent in triangular shape, and fast- 
ened to wooden handles. With these tho 


I work is lessened by half and the boys lit- 
i orally "buckle in,' in their haste to get to 


I the end of the field. 
' 
The wcoJing must bo done over throo or 


four times at least, and if the season be a 
rainy one tho woedings must bo doubled, 
and all the boys out of dresses, kept on 


, the rnii vive fighting the miserable "pus- 


I ley," the plague of all onion fields. Boys 


of ten to fifteen arc paid from $1 to $1.50 
a day for weeding and in the busiest 
times the town must be scoured to find 
boys enough. In well-regulated fields the 
weeds are all gathered and lugged away 
and great caio is taken lest any goto 
Boed. 


Few crops have moro fooa than tho 


onion. Often it is attacked by a kind of 
louse and almost eaten up. Tho cut- 
worma and wlroworms levy exorbitant 
toll, too. Besides, a form of blight often 
spreads over the fields, and tho thrifty 
green tops are soon yellow and shriveled. 
Through all of these trials tho farmer 


tho vicious and degraded. Abovo this is 1 niuetkoopa stout hoart, and if the crop 
tho dictionary slang of known pedigree 
and traced descent, often classical. 


"High toned" is an expressive terra 


which precise people generally walk 
around. It moans "nobly elevated," es- 
pecially In character, and was coined by 
Kir Walter Scott. Similar to it are "upper 
ten" and "upper crust," moaning tho 
higher class of society, which are said In 
tho dictionary to be Amoiicanlsms, collc- 
qual and low, tho former being contracted 
from "upper ten thousand," and the lat- 
ter carrying with it the suggestive supe- 
riority of tho fancy top crust of a plo. 


The "brick" is a merry citizen, rarely 


one of tho "upper ten" and usually a 
grade or two below the "upper crust" in 
social standing, but he bears his medioc- 
rity lightly and laughs his cherry way 
through the world, often enjoying moro 
than his stiff-starched superiors. lie is a 
jolty good follow and never lacks friends. 
W.M.Thackeray first used the word in 
tlio sentence, "He's a do.ir little brick." 
"A brick In his hat" is an expression ap- 
plied to an intoxicated pirson, probably 
fiom the fact that in that condition his 
head feels as heavy and useless as a brick 
would bo if worn in tho hat. 


''The dickens" does not come from the 


namo of the genial novelist, but is a con- 
traction of devilkics, diminutive of devil, 
and, 
therefore, only a polite, Sunday- 


school way of eaying "the devil." Web- 
ster calls it a vulgar interjection. "To 
play tho devil" moans to interfere with In 
a ruinous way or to imitate the evil one, 
and this expression is given in solemn 
seriousness by the staid old dictionary 
without any signs of disapprobation, from 
v.Inch it may be concluded it is good Eu- 
lish, although it would not add to the ele- 
gance of diawing-rooin conversation. 


John Eus-sell liaitlclt, in his Dictionaiy 


of Ariieiicunisms, is authority for 
tho 


statement Unit "on his own hook" means 
by himself or on his own responsibility, 
and John Milton, stately and ponderous, 
is accused of having originated the phrase 
"by hook or crook," which means in any 
way or by any method, and it is In this 
way that Americans aro accused of ob- 
taining tho "almighty dollar," this last 
being an expression fathered by Wash- 
ington Irving, which is so apt that it has 
had largo use. 


Tho modern use of the word "rats" "9 


nn Intoi-joeHon can hnrrllv^ be evnlnine.l. 
Sometimes it expresses ineredu ousness 
and is uttered disdainfully just after the 
climax of an 
exaggerated 
statement. 


Sometimes it is usod to expiess disgust 
ai d it rightly pronounced is effective. Its 
use as a noun has a place in the diction- 
ary of s'ang as one who deserts his party 
or associates, among printers one who 
works at less than established rates. 


Lord Stanhope, also known as Lord 


Mahon, an English statesman nnd histo- 
rian who died in 1875, gives this interest- 
ing history concerning it: "It chanced 
that not long after the accession of tho 
liouse of Hanover, some of the brown, 
that is, tho German or Norway rats, were 
first brought over to this country (in some 
timber, it is .said), and being much 
stronger tkan tho black, or till then, the 
common rat, thoy in many places quite 
extirpated the latter. The word (both tho 
noun and the vei b to rat) was first, as we 
have seen, leveled at the converts to the 
government of George I, but has, by 
degrees, obtainad a wider meaning, and 
come to be applied to any sudden and 
mercenary change in politics." 


In tho book of Job, the oldest literature 


extant, and according to John J. Ingalls, 
"the highest production of the human in- 
tellect," appears th9 sentence: "I am es- 
caped with the skin of my teeth," which 
Is modernized "by the skin of my teeth," 
and gives the idea of a narrow escape, one 
so close as to be just by the thickness of 
tho skin on the teeth which is so thin that 
no microscopist has yet boon able to find 
it. "Tocast in the teeth," means to throw 
defiant reproaches of insults spitefully, as 
one would cast a stouo at the exposed 
tooth of a snarling dog. "Tooth and nail" 
denotes the manner of an action full of 
frenzied 
fury, typified by biting and 


scratching as when two belligerant cats 
make the fur fly.—Kansas City Star. 


has no serious setback it will be ripe and 
ready for "pulling" by tho 1st of Septem- 
ber. The pulling is generally done by 
hnnd and tho onions left on the ground 
till thoroughly dried. Then "topping-," or 
cutting away the dry tops, is in order, and 
the urchins have their hands full again. 
"Snip, snip." go tho shears, and one at a 
time tho onions go into the crates, while 
the lad reckons his probable earnings at 
three to five cents a bushel. 


After this the onions are barreled and 


are res.dy for tho maiket, and if one will 
alight at the little ferry station any time 
in tho fall he will flnd the quiet little vil- 
lage bustling with business and the coop- 
ers working with might and main to keep 
the shippers supplied with barrels. The 
onion crop alone brought into the county 
last year over S13D,000, and of that amount 
at least $80,000 wont to this little town- 
ship. 


Nothing is more variable, however, than 


the market price of these fragrant trea&- 
uros. I have known of their bringing as 
high as $2 a bushel—last winter they 
nearly reached that flfjure—while throe 
years ago they would bring but 7 cents, 
less than the cost of handling, and many 
thousand bushels of choice onions were 
carted to the fields and dumped. These, 
of course, were extreme years, an average 
price being probably from fifty cents to 
seventy-live cents, and the grower who 
receives more than $1 is counted lucky. 
There is great danger in holding over tlio 
crop for higher prices, as sometimes quite 
unexpectedly the bottom suddenly drops 
out of the market and prices go to smash. 
Speculation in onions is a source of profit 
to many, but on account of the sudden 
fluctuations in prices tho successful spec- 
ulator should have tho shrewdness of 
Wa'I street, and must havu his weather 
eye on all the leading markets, unless he 
wants to bo "scooped."—Bayard Wyraau 
in Pitlsburg Dispatch.

HALF A MILLION BUSHELS EVERY YEAR 


FROM ONE OHIO COUNTY. 


Tile Great Industry In the Home ol 


Garfiela—The Glory of a Small Town- 


ship—How Oil long are Grown for th« 
Market—Boys aa <* WeerterB." 


The long line of yellow Lake Shore 


coaches whirling along the low Southern 
shore of the blue Erie canies the traveler 
through one of the finest farming regions 
in the country. One of the most beautiful 
parts of this region is the historic West- 
ern Reserve of Ohio, so famous in wartime 
as the home of Bon Wade and Joshua Gid- 
dings, and later of the lamented Garfleld. 


The Reserve has an even dozen of coun- 


ties, and if any one of these is to be given 
first place, it must be "Little Lake," tho 
smallest and one of the richest counties 
In the State, famed tho country over as 
the home of Garftold— and tho onion. 
Last year this little county shipped away 
of onions nearly 200,000 bushels, and. some 
years, as in '88, has rounded out a full 600,- 
000. 
Of these tremendous amounts nearly 


half is raised in Perry, the smallest town- 
ship of this smallest county, where, In- 
stead of tho stereotyped "Howdy do," 
the happy granger meets 
you with 


"How's your onions?" 


In Perry, no matter where you turn, 


onions is king, and council, too. Field 
after field, acre after acre of them meet 
the onion-sick visitor 
on every hand. 


Onions everywhere, and few soils are so 
poor as to bo slighted. Clay, gravel, sand, 
loam all do their share, but the soil of all 
soils for the onion is the rick black muck, 
made by vegetable decay and growing 
onions of so monstrous a size as to be be- 
yond belief. A curious thing about muck 
is that it will burn readily when dry, and 
known to burn to the depth of a foot or 
more, making it completely worthless. 


In the latter part of Maroh the onions 


o.resown In drills or rows, twelve to fif- 
teen inches apart, and In a few woeke are 
large enough for the first weeding. The 
rows are gone over with a cultivator and 
the earth made loose and mellow. Then 
the boys fairly swarm to the fields, and 
the "patches" are dotted with shavers of 
all ages, toasting their..bare_ shins In the 


. 
Testing Diamond* in the Dark. 


Stories of diamonds shining in the dark 


have always beon familiar, but few per- 
sons have ever seen this mysterious light 
of the king of gems. Lately Mr. George 
F. Kunz, the New York expert in precious 
stones, has discovered not only that dia- 
monds really do shino in llie dark, but 
that this property may be used as a tost 
of the genuiness of a diamond. 


In order to make tho gems shino It must 


be rubbed on wood, cloth or metal. Some 
diamonds exhibit light after having been 
exposed in the sunshine, or to a strong 
electric illumination, and since all are not 
vhus affected, it wns formerly supposed 
that the property belonged only to par- 
tici^ar diamonds. 


ftrr. Kunz, however, finds that all dia- 


monds, of every grade as to color, possess 
this phosphorescent power, while other 
kinds of precious stones lack it. 


It is accordingly possible to tell whether 


a gem is really a diamond or not by ob- 
serving whether it can be made to emit 
lignt in the dark. The cause of the phos- 
phorescence of the diamond remolds to be 
explained.—Youth's Companion.

The company was chartered by the 


Slate to construct an artificial road 
from the intersection of Front street 
and Gcrmaritown road to the ferry 
across the Delaware river at Morris-, 
ville, opposite Trenton. 
They were

completed in 1805 and tolls collected 
ever since, with a few exceptions. In 
1833, that portion of the road lying 
within the Kensington district was 
coded to the commissioners of that 
district, but the consideration is not 
mentioned. 


In 1805 the Frankford and Phila- 


delphia Passenger Railway Company 
was permitted to lay tracks on that 
part of the road from the southern-

To begin with, of 
course it was a salt lake, but it gradually 
became fresh through the influx of water 
from the Colorado. Thereupon fresh water 
fishes, mollusks and other creatures uot of 
the brine were developed in it, and in this 
way it happens that the dry bottom today 
is covered with tl eir fossil remains.—

metal tool, wliose curvature ii equal aud 
opposite to that desired i a tho lens. This 
is known us tlie "rough tool" and is made 
of cast Iron. It is mounted on a vertical 
spindle, aud is kept moistened with emery 
anil water. Several grades of emery are 
used in succession, changing from coarse 
to fine as tlie grinding proceeds. Asa re- 
sult of this process the glass has u rough 
surface and is no longer transparent. It 
is now transferred to tlic "fine tool." This 
is made of brass and lias its surface as trua 
as possible. It is compared from time to 
time with a standard curve in order to in- 
sure accuracy. 


In this second grinding the abrading 


material is range (carefully calcined sul- 
phate of iron). Finally, the lens is polished 
by bring pre&sed against a piece of cloth 
powdered with rougo and fastened to the 
rotating tool. The glass is now loosened 
from its block, turned over, and the reverse 
side of the lens ground. When this has 
been accomplished the lens must be cut 
down to the proper shape for mounting in 
the spectacle frame.
